It’s the fact that Coffee 
County has two courthouses. the 
main one here and a branch 
courthouse at Enterprise. This 
caused one commissioner to re- 
mark; “We have the expense of 
two counties and the revenue 
of ane.” 

While most of the county 
officers are located at the court 
house here, auxiliary offices are 
provided at the branch court- 
house in Enterprise and‘some of 
the county offices are located 
there, 

Some of the county officials 
alternate in serving both here 
and at Enterprise. Their depu- 
ties fill in during their absence 
at one of the two places. 

The county has two separate 
judicial divisions. Separate 
terms of court are held here

The branch office of the court 
house at Enterprise was estab 
lished in 1907 after earlier agi- 
tation toward moving the court- 
house from Elba to Enterprise, 

When the present courthouse 
here was built in 1903, such 
action was forestalled, and it 
was then that a branch court- 
house was proposed, The first 
branch courthouse there was 
completed in 1920. It burned in 
1924 an was replaced by the 
present building. 

# ALL TOLD, Coffee County 
has had seven courthouses, The 
first courthouse was at Well- 
born. It burned in 1851 and in 
an election that followed, Elba 
won Over Clintonville and be- 
came the county seat. A new 
courthouse was built here in

1853 and it was burned 10 years 
later by raiders in the war Ze- 
tween the States. 

The county was without a 
courthouse during the remaind- 
er of the war and until 1867.
